CORONER'S INQUEST. 

The inquest on the body of Wm. Hohm who 
committed suicide at his farm at Clover Bar on 
Monday last was held on Monday afternoon by 
Dr Melnnis, coroner. The coroner's jury was 
composed as follows: W. D. Matheson) fore- 
man, T. G, Clelland, F. Stewart, O. Osborne. 
W. Shaw, A. Reed, N. Gibson and P. Ottewell, 
the party who found the body on Sunday after- 
noon were examined as witnesses. From the 
evidence itappeared that the deceased had 
been considered to be of slightly unsound mind 
for some time past, and that he had threatened 
suicide, On Saturday morning, Shaw, who 
lives on the opposite side of the river from the 
farm of deceased, as do Gibson and Reed, had 
occasion to pass his house and saw him. On 
Saturday afternoon he repassed and did not 
soe him. On Sunday morning he again passed 
aud saw noone, Suspecting that something 
was wrong he told Reed and Gibson of his sus- 
vivions and they decided to go and investigate, 
tefore reaching the house they met Ottewell, 
who lives on the same side of the river as de- 
ceased, and the four men went into the house 
together, Going upstairs they found deceased 
lying on his back on the floor, dead, witha 
small rope drawn tightly around his neck. It 
seemed thathe had taken a piece of window 
cord and doubling so as to make it three ply, 
he chmbed to the collar beams which brace the 
rafters about midway of their length, and hav.
